Probability of the establishment of 
a new and lower minimum charge for 
Placerville water users was seen in ac- 
tion of the city council Monday night 
asking City Clerk Esther Mahler to 
make a survey of the amounts of water 
used by various users. 

Mayor George E. Faugsted said Tues- 
day morning that the council has in 
mind the possibility of lowering the 
minimum charge, now $1.50 for 1,000 
cubic feet per month, to make allow- 
ance for a number of users whose con- 
sumption of water does not approach 
the minimum. 

The council laid the proposed gar- 
bage ordinance over for further study 
and members indicated that they may 
pay visits to other communities in the 
northern section of the state to make 
inquiry into the experiences those com. 
munities may have had in connection 
with the garbage problem. 

Members of the council expressed 
the view that the garbage ordinance 
as drawn at present is “at least some- 
thing to start from” and may be al- 
tered before final passage. 

The council indicated it contemplates 
calling a bond election about the 
middle of May on the sewer bond mat- 
ter. Members of the council were re- 
luctant to announce definite plans for 
the election at this time, pointing ow 
that they did not wish in any way Ww 
influence the vote on the Placerville 
grammar school’s $40,000 bond issue, 
now tentatively set for April 30. 

It is understood that the sewer bond 
matter will be presented in such a 
manner that if the issue is approved. 
such approval will be in effect con-

Wreckage Of Plane Is 
Seen On Slope Of 
Mt. Baldy 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M. ‘(W)—Major 
A. D. Smith, TWA division superinten- 
dent, reported by radio from his plane 
today that he had sighted wreckage of 
the missing Douglas airliner on a 
wooded slope of Mount Baldy, near Mc- 
Nary, Arizona. 


The plane, missing for three days 
since it took off from Burbank, Cali- 
fornia, for New York for consignment 
to a European airline, apparently had 
crashed. 


Major Smith notified TWA officials 
that he was returning to Winslow to 
pick up Major Victor Bertandias, who 
is flying the Douglas Company’s plane. 
Then they will fly back to the scene 
of the crash and map a course for the 
posse. 

The TWA official said that he could 
not make a landing near the scene of 
the cresh.

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EROSION TOLL 
400 MILLIONS 


Annual Loss To Reach 
Higher Unless 
Curbed

WASHINGTON (UP) — The United 
States is squandering its soil resources 
at the rate of more than $400,000,000 
a@ year, according to H. H. Bennett, 
Chief of the Soil Conservation Service 
of the Department of Agriculture. 

Bennett, who has been crusading for 
10 years for soil conservation, estimat- 
ed 100,000,000 acres of agricultural land 
already has been ruined or seriously 
impoverished by erosion during the 
past 100 years. Erosion has gained 
headway on another 200,000 acres, he 
said. 

Millions of gullied farms, washed 
bare of top soil are “grim evidence 
that the people of this youthful nation 
have been squandering their rich heri- 
tage of productive soil more rapidly 
than any other notion, civilized or 
barbaric, of which we have any rec- 
ord,’”’ Bennett said. 

The nation’s soil plant is becoming 
less and less productive because of 
wind and water erosion, Bennett said. 
Fertilizer must be used in ever increas- 
ing quantities, he said. This has ada- 


“Unless we make rapid advance 
against the inroads of soil erosion, the 
cumulative cost to the nation durmg 
the next 50 years is likely to exceed 
$20,000,000,000 and may easily extend 
to beyond  $30,000,000,000,” Bennett 
said.

WASHINGTON (lP—The  Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has taken to nur- 
sery rhyme tto make Americans “cheese 
conscious.” A bureau of home eco- 
nomics bulletin is headed: 

“To market, to market, | 

To buy a fine cheese.” 

Americans eat an average of four 
pounds of cheese each per year, the 
department found out. Approximately 
three pounds of that is produced in 
the United States. The remainder is 
imported from Europe.

Atlantic runs to the mild rather than 
to the sharp cheeses, the department 
said. American, or Cheddar, cheese ‘s 
the most popular type with Americans. 

Much of the Cheddar cheese is put 
on the market “green’—when it is a 
few weeks old. If the consumer pays 
less than 30 cents a pound for cheese, ; 
he may be sure it isn’t ripe, says H. L| 
Wilson, Cheddar cheese specialist of 
the bureau of animal industry.

Tiring of the 
sea he became a land tramp, riding 
freight cars as far east as Niagra. He 
had always been a reader and after 
these adventures he felt the urge to 
write but knew he was unprepared. He 
went to Oakland high school where 
he found the work too slow and pre- 
pared himself for the college examin- 
ation outside of school.

SACRAMENTO—The Assembly Un- 
employment Committee of the Califor- 
nia legislature, which is meeting Fri- 
day to consider bills affecting the Un- 
employment Reserves Act, has under 
consideration a new plan for the pay- 
ment of unemployment compensation. 

The new plan, agreed upon by the 
Unemployment Reserves Commission 
recently, specifies payment of com- 
pensation on practically the same ba- 
sis as at present, as far as total sums 
are concerned. However, there are a 
few minor variations. The big item is 
simplification of the method of figur- 
ing the sum to which the unemployed 
individual is entitled. 

Under the present law, each benefit 
would be paid on a basis of one half 
an unemployed individual’s salary, with 
a minimum benefit of $7 per week, and 
a maximum of $15 per week. 

The original statute required a com- 
plex system of hours worked, normal 
weeks of employment, and a number 
of other determinant factors that were

“Publicity begins when the fruit 
and produce is unloaded from cars 
at the auction,’”’ says a report issued 
here by the American Fruit and 
Produce Auction Association. ‘‘Buy- 
ers representing jobbers, wholesal- 
ers, chain stores and retailers have 
every opportunity to make per- 
sonal inspections before the sales 
begin. A catalog listing every com- 
modity for sale is provided. 

“Once the sales open in the auc- 
tion room, every buyer present 
knows what each of his competitors 
is bidding for a given shipment. 
The bidding continues until the auc- 
tioneer has obtained the highest pos- 
sible price for the grower’s product. 

“As a further protection, sales 
representatives of the grower or 
shipper are present on the auction 
stand to watch the progress of the 
auction and to further safeguard the 
grower’s interest. 

“During the sales, a double check 
on all transactions is made by two 
clerks to avoid errors in accounting, 
either to shippers or buyers. Once 
the sale is made. copies of all docu- 
ments involved are furnished to the 
sellers and the buyers. 

“The publication of auction prices 
following the sales helps dealers by 
moving the fruit more rapidly, and 
acts as a protection to the retailers, 
the grower who produced the fruit 
or vegetables. and the consumer 
who buys them.”

Keep Cool, Use Salt 
To Put Out Fat Fire 


You may never have had the fat in 
a broiling pan catch fire or a pan of 
fat catch fire, but accidents will hap- 
pen and a fat fire is an obstinate fire. 
Don’t ever try to put out a fat fire 
with water. Water and fat will not 
mix and water will only spread the 
fire. My tip is, don’t lose your head. 
Keep cool, just grab the salt box and 
throw salt on the fire. Just Keep 
throwing on a handful of salt and the 
fire will soon go out. 


COOK? IS YOUR 
GRAVY SMOOTH? 


These might as well be asked in the | 
same breath—for, alas and alack, the 
woman who has lumps in her gravy 
should hasten to repair this serious 
fault if she would attain the reputa- 
tion of “Good Cook.” 

Try this: 

Flour will dissolve immediately and 
mix in smoothly and quickly if you 
put it into hot fat or butter. In mak- 
ing gravies for roast beef and other 
roasts where no water is being used 
(never put any water in the pan when 
roasting beef), when ready to serve, 
remove roast and pour most of the 
hot drippings or fat into a crock, leav- 
ing only about a tablespoonful in the 
pan. Into this hot fat stir 1 table- 
spoon of flour and mix so that there 
are no lumps, and then add 1 cup of 
cold water and boil for 2 or 3 minutes. 
The juices which have been browned 
on the bottom of the roasting pan will 
dissolve and flavor and color your 
gravy. Don’t forget to season it. 

Where you have a watery gravy to 
thicken, don’t try sifting the flour into 
that hot watery liquid, because you 
cannot stop it lumping if you do. Do 
this instead: Melt some butter, dis- 
solve your flour in the butter and then 
dissolve that with a little cold water. 
Now you can pour that mixture into 
the hot watery gravy and all you have 
to do is stitr as you pour it, then allow 
the gravy to boil for 3 to 4 minutes 
and you will have no lumps. Be sure 
to season your gravy with salt and 
pepper and perhaps a very little Wor- 
cestershire sauce.

MODERN COOKING | 


IS VERY SIMPLE | 


Sauces Important to Dress | 
Up Plain Cookery. | 


By EDITH M. BARBER. 
ial IFE is so much more compli- 
cated today’’—is a sentence ap- 
pearing quite regularly in the jour- 
nals of our period. In many re- 


' spects this is, of course, the case 


but in the realm of housekeeping 
and especially cooking the reverse is | 
the case. We are simplifying our 
menus and the dishes which make 
them up. 

This simplification applies to rec- 
ipes as far as title and methods are | 
concerned. Even restaurant menus 
unless they are prepared by expo- 
nents of French cookery, are written 
in words which describe more or 
less nearly the dishes listed. There 
are a few French terms, however, 
that have been widely adopted and 
which we find in recipe books and | 
on menus. There is ‘‘saute,” for | 
instance, which means fried in a 
small amount of fat in contrast | 
to deep fat frying. There is ‘‘au 
gratin’? which literally translated 
means ‘‘with browned crumbs” but 
which is used in not only this sense 
but also describes dishes dressed 
with cheese. Vegetables dressed 
with browned crumbs are usually 
known by this term, but we would 
feel cheated if cheese were omitted 
from the famous ‘‘potatoes au gra-. 
tin’? when we order them. | 

Other well-known dishes retain 
their original names which some- 
times refer to a place, sometimes 
to a chef, and sometimes to a per-: 
sonage who has either originated 
the recipe or for whom it has been 
named. An example of the latter 
is ‘‘Melba’’ toast, that thin oven-made 
toast, which takes its name from 
the famous singer who ordered her 
toast made in this fashion in hotels 
all over the world. Melba gave her ! 
name to Peach Melba that combina- ;

There are 
any number of sauces used with 
poached eggs which indicate by 
their names the flavor of the sauce. 
The foundation of most of these is 
a white sauce.

, butter. Contrary to general opinion, 
this has no effect on the texture 
of the sauce. These directions origi- 
nally were put into American recipes 
for this French sauce in the interest 
'of flavor. Unsalted butter 
is commonly used in Europe and 
produces a sauce with a delicate 
bland flavor. In this country, how- 
ever, a little salt in the sauce is 
generally liked. Why take salt out 
and then put it back? 

The egg yolks, lemon juice and 
half the butter should be put into 
a small saucepan, which should be 
held over hot water while the butter | 
is melting and the sauce thicken- 
ing and while you stir vigorously. 
The rest of the butter should then be 
stirred in and the sauce beaten until 
it again thickens. Warning! Do not 
use a double boiler for this sauce 
unless you are very careful not to 
allow the water to boil in the lower 
part. Warning number two! When 
the sauce has thickened, set it aside 
if you are not ready to use it at 
once. and reheat it, stirring con- 
stantly, just before serving.

ROMAN EMPIRE ONCE 
BOUGHT AT AUCTION 


BOSTON.—How the Romaz. empire 
was once sold at auctiozm for 
$10,000,000 is revealed in a bulletin 
made public here by the research 
department of the American Fruit 
and Produce Auction Association. 

“History records thai Didius 
Julianus, a wealthy Roman senator, 
made himself emperor by bidding 
in the Roman empire at public auc- 
tion in 193, A. D.,’’ the bulletin sets 
forth. ‘‘By offering 6,250 drach- 
mas, or $1,000 apiece to the 10,000 
members of the Praetorian Guard— 
a total of $10,000,000—he succeeded 
to the throne over Sulpicianius, the 
next highest bidder. 7m 

“Ancient records of auctions date 
even further back than this his- 
toric episode. Herodatus describes 
auctions as methods of sale among 
the Babylonians in early times. 

“In modern days the auction 
method of selling has been highly
